It has hpen loo often the ease that iiersons [>ro- 
fessins to he s|iorlsmen. hnt for;;etiin;; that true s|iortsnien on;;hf to he 
and are ijeiillemrii, eommit arts of lawlessness and ineivilty that are. in¬ 
deed. reprehensihle. .\s if the son of honest toil has no rl;;hts whieh 
s|torl“men are hound to res|ieet. They drive over Ids tiehls and tram- 
|de down his ;;rain with imininity; make raids npon his melon 
paleh: and. it he ohjeets, or iierelianee orders them olV Ids )irem- 
ises. as lie has a lawful ri;;ht to do. he is niali;;ned. railed at. 
and enrsed in hm;;nai;e more lieeomin;; to lish mon;;ers and mar¬ 
ket winnen. than ifenllemen. .\1I this is wholly nnjnstitlahle and 
needless. .\s a elass. onr farmers are also ;;enllemen. We profe.ss to 
speak from personal experienees. We deli;r||t m follow onr faithful 
pointer over the wide jir.alries and llironoh tin* tiehls. hnt when ap- 
proaeldno tlie taller we never fotjrel or disreo-ard llie rights of its 
ow ner. It onr w ay lies aeross it. wi‘ sei'k out his ow n drive ways, or 
lirst seein;; him ask permission to hunt npon or ahont ids premises, and 
liave never, as yet. failed to olitain llie privile;;e asked for. and often¬ 
times wi* liave heen iiiviled to (lartake of a delieions melon in tlie eool 
shade of Ids poreh. or to dine with him.

Tlie date named as the 
limit at wliich a eommnnii'ation eonld he made available, prevents any- 
thing like a detailed aeeonni of onr X'ehraska tield sports, sneh as I 
should desire to furnish, and 1 had almost ileetded to dtday writing 
until I eoidd tii,ke time lo do the siihji'et jnsliee. But my gretif inter-' 
est in the elass of spoi> to which Kiki.i* axii Si ukam is to In- de-; 
voted, and my anxiety to do anything in my power to iLssist yon in ' 
milking it a grand snei'pss. impels me to givi' yon at Ibis time sneh 
fcAv and crnde items as I can hastily gather together, promising lhat 
in the immediate future I will |ire.senl the snhjeet in a more interest¬ 
ing shape. 

JJight here allow me to stale whiit I know lo he tlie sentiment of all 
triip sportsmen of tlie great north-west. A journal such as Fiki.p axii 
S tliKAJi is in'omised to he. is what we have long needed, and I ran as¬ 
sure yon that in this section of the eonntry its advent will lie eagerly 
liaileil. and we shall not he backward in mibtitfiHtinl tokens of onr aiv 
preeiation. if it at all eipials onr anticipations. 

(iaine is not very plenty in this immediate vicinit \. We have some 
Bnfl'alo—noblest of game—and any mnnher of them may be fonnd 
seventy-live miles west of liere. beyond the districts burned by prairie 
tires in the fall. Its tlesh all’ords more meat for the inhabitants here 
than that of all other game. They graze on the higli rolling prairies 
in large herds—thousands often being in one herd. AVhen crossing a 
canyon or low grnntids they do not stop to graze, but go on a “ ln|H- “ 
or gallop, a gait innch more graeefnl than would lie expected in ati an¬ 
imal aiiparently so nngaiidy. the body keeping a regtilar. easy mo¬ 
tion. In order to shoot them one must conceal himself from their 
sight, or approaeh them from the o|)poslte direction frotn-which the 
witid blows, as their senses of sight and smell are very acute. It be- 
lioovpth one to be cautions in his approach, after wonndiiig one of 
these animals, ns man.v an inexiterieiiced hnnfer has learneiyto his cost, 
for wldle life remains they never ee.ose their efforts lo diytroy the ol»- 
iect they tak<“ to be their enemy, titid their last iitc itsnally 

the most dangerous. The writer distinctly rtuiuwrfmni how. years ago 
when green in Buffalo lore, tiaving desperately wounded an old bitll. 
he incantionsly approached |o witness the proof of his prowess atid 
skill: the old fellow was pretty nearly lione Air. and apparently ininl- 
ing in his last agonies. Imagine my surprise when he made one lliial. 
desperate jilnnge and fell deatl at my very feet. J standing too inir- 
alyzeil with astonishmeni and fright to attempt Io (‘scape, .\nnther 
moment of life, and he would nndonbtedly have avenged his death. 


The Buffalo travel In immense herds, and when on these pilgrimages 
cannot be diverted from their course by any ordinary object, but push 
right on. trampling down anything wlilch may chance tostnnd in llieir 
path. The young gentlemen of the herd are not tilial—for Invariably 
when the obi bnlhwho maybe their fatlier.grows feeble.the youngsters 
will light him and drive him from tlie herd, and the solitary old fel¬ 
low may freipiently be seen grazing a mile or so from the main herd, 
not daring to approaeli nearer. 

We have some elk here, lint not enongh of them to he clas.sed among 
onr regular game. .Vnteloiic are also occasionally met. but are so 
timid and wild that a shot at them is of the rarest ocenrrenee, unless 
yon can slip upon them suddenly from a hiding place. Tliey may Im 
sometime eanght by a dog. but rarely, as tliey are exceedingly licet of 
fool. Deer we also have, but not in great numbers. Jack Rabbito 
abonnd. They are ni‘arly the same as the English hare, and twice the 
size of the ordinary rabbit. They are easily shot, atid make good 
meal. Bmivers are plent.v—almost too innoh so. as they are very de- 
sirnctive to timber, cutting down lives of a foot in diameter, to build 
their dams, and to g(‘t tin* bark upon Avhich they subsist. Irapping 
th(>ni is reninneralive liere. In the siiriiig and fall we have millions of 
irild j/eciie making tlie air musical with tlii’ir melodious voices; then 
we have fnii. AVild Turkeys we get a shot at occasionally. I have 
ii(*ver sei'ii or heard of one weighing less than sixteen jtunnds. loniy 
taste tln'y are mnch better eating than tlie tame, as tlie ine.at is more 
linn and juicy, (ironse arc also plentiful on tlie iiralries in smnnier. 
and in the timber near water in wilder. 

There arc many other items of interest which with time could be 
furnished, but perhaiis lids will do for now. If any of your readers 
come this way we can c/ioic them mnch lictter than irrite what Ne¬ 
braska oilers in tin* way of simrl. „

mention .some of the immerons localities where game is abundant and 
the best means of reaching the shooting grounds.

Tliis genial host has many warm friends 
among Ihe -hooting men. and his place is a favorite resort during the 
: season.

I about a (piarter of a mile beyond Benner’.-. Parlies visiting the 
marshes will find, at this well-known resort, boats, iinshers, and every 
^ thing necessary for successful shooling, 

The house of Cliarh'y Ree.se. or Sqxire Kee.se as he is called by his 
' many* adinirers. is situated on the horders ot AAoif T.ake, about a mile 
I and a lialf fi-oni KleinmaiTs. Although the fields and lowlands in this 
I neighborhood abonnd with every variety of wild fowl, tlie place is

tleniun ami a good provldiT. (iood boats ami aeeommodal ions are af-| 
fordt'd here. 

The marshes in the vieinil.v of the well-known house of ■lames ICW' 
ens. on the Michigan Central Kailroail. twenty-eight miles from (Mii- 
eago, can not be excelled for spring and fall shooting. 

The Tolleston Club Iloii.se near by is the resort of many of the best 
men of the city during the .season. This elub numbers among its mem¬ 
bers some of the best shots in the country. One member of the club 
captured, during one day'sslmot ing, one /iiniJred and tifenty-eii/ht daeke, 
and nut a f/uud day for dneka either. 

M. Becker’s is but a short distance from the station, where, good ac¬ 
commodations of every kind may lie had. 

August Kiser, about a mile, belmv TollestonstalIon. keepseverything 
necessary in the way of boats, pushers, cte. 

George Green’s hotel, about three, hours’ ride from the city on the 
P. C, & St. L. R. R., is situated in tlie midst of tlie most natural Inmt- 
ing ground.o i liave ever visited. Tlie liotel is close to tlie railroad, and 
Knglisli Lake Is about lialf a mile from the lionse, ami tlie Kankakee 
marshes att’ord the finest of sport to tliose in searcli of wild fowl of ev¬ 
ery kiml.

Long hefon- the (wep of day, on .Xiignst 15th. ISTfi. the writer, and 
Vick, as we will call lilni, were behind a good team with iileiily of 
provender for both man and horse, driving for the prairie a distance of: 
fifteen miles for a day’s shoot. Tlie morning was beautiful and cool. 
Only tlie day liefore we liad a isi|)ious rain, to make the fields in 
siilendid condition for our dogs, which by name were "Dick” and 
" Sport,” botli of them pointers, the former being a very fine donbled- 
iiosed animal, the latter not a very slow dog in tlie Held. We made 
the drive in a little over two hours, lamliiig on the grounds in splendid 
season, everything looked lovely—dogs .seemed to !»• in gay condition 
for a day’s work. 

” Everything ready, Nick, for a forward march';" "Gh: YesI L 
am on hand,” as is his style, and w hat better does a true sportsman 
like to see in his fellow nimrod thiiii to be always on hand and ready. 
Many a time have I been in the field with a friend w lio called himself a 
true sport, and his slowness and forgctfulne.ss of the little courtesies 
due were unbearable. 1 wRi not explain them here, as the rcailer 
knows of tlieiii if he was ever placed where we w ill sometimes find 
onr.selves spite of human nature’s best laws. 

Pastures were to he tried first for the Pinnated Grouse, as in this 
section we find them ipiite iiumerons. We had traveled over one pa.s- 
ture with little success, finding no birds. Pasture number two was 
theti hunted with better success. We liad not gotie very far before 
both dogs pook the witul of .some, birds, and soon " Sport ” tiiade a beau¬ 
tiful stand, backed handsomely by ” Dick.” Here began our l>ui. 
Nick says: “ .Ilm, you take, first bird to the front.” ” All right.” We 
stepped forward and the whole covey tlushed, fully fllteeii pinnated 
grouse In number. I took bird to the left, as 1 was on the left, killltig 
my first bird; second was missed; Nick killltig both his birds—dogs. 


down cliui'ge,’’ and in a moment we xvere ready to take any stragling 
birds that might risi.', but notie seemed so foolish as to loiter; the covey 
w as marked down, atid as soon us the retriever, which was " Dick,” liad 
brought the dead bird in, we followed up the covey. Birds bcitig only 
a little over two-tliirds grown did tiot fiy far. and were found ami. 
riushed very beautifully utitil tiine birds were bagged, tnaking twelve 
birds out of covey number one. 

Onward, tiiareh!—and before we hudgoiie far botli dogs again started 
on a trail—and at more than forty yards rose an old bird. We let him 
go witliont any complimctits, eX[)OCting to find some vouiig ones, bn' 
were disappointed. AVe jiroceeded to work, goitig over some splendid 
grounds with little success. Hark!! iti the distance, bany ! bany ! ! 
went .some one’s guti. and we knew we liad company for grou.se, M e 
watched for stragling birds, nor did we watch in vain. Soon we-strw a 
covey of birds, the ones we thouglit that were .shot at, fly to the otlicr 
side, of a hedge not many rods away, and down most excellcntlj' in a 
niii) clover pasture. Says Nick, " 1 gue.«s we are good for six or eight 
of themi'” AV'e at otiee went toward thetn, going to the windward of 
them, and ye ’title spoons.' how lovely they did rise, and all of tlietii 
were made to bite mother earth, except one, and tliat one the writer 
mnsr sa.v was most beautltbll.v mis.spd, “Dlek" retiirnitig ten birds all 
killed III one hundred yards square. "Pretty good for amateur 
sjiortsmen," says Nick. But they are, in my opinion, the easiest 
birds killed on the wing tliat any of us shoot at. More birds were 
looked up ami w ith good success, and before dinner we liad bagged 
thirty-nine Pinnated Grouse. The day waxed almost too warm for 
comfort during the middle of the day, and we thought best to refresh 
ourselves and dogs by a couple of bom's rest, getting ready lor our 
afternoon's sport by reloading our earih'ige<. JVi/m/i/t.y urrr, and ii‘- 
freslied, wi- again started on onr tramii. making tor .some wheat fields, 
to finish our evening's hunt in. 

Two large stnble fields were traveled over, but no birds rewarded onr 
faithful search. \Vc were becoming discouraged w ith stubble .shooting 
hut concluded once more to try,as the thirdisa charm, aml.so it proved 
to be in this ease. AVheii in the field "Dick’’ started oil towards a 
fiatcli of weeds and niatle a staunch Ktand, "Sport” coming up and in 
like manner doing liis duty. Birds wei-e got up in good sliajie. and 
four more were made to flap their wings no more, hot tlie rest ot the 
covey, iioai'c Miem.selves. made for the corn, which is tiieir salvation. 
We were encouraged, and with some rim left in us we enjoyed some 
more sport, finding several small coveys, dogs working like a cliaim. 
.Vs tile sun sank in the west, and by the t ime we .st.opi«‘d our day's work, 
and counted bag, we had forty-two pinnated grou.se—only a usual 
bag for tills section. 

'I'he night was iHUiutiful for a homeward drive, which we made in 
good lime, only wishing for a return of so pleasant a iluy's sport. 

When next onr corre.spomlenl goes on such a " little slioot " as the 
one described above, we .should like to have a liand in.— I'-i'.

We have a little sport omiHionally shooting wolves. One was killed 
' near here a short time since—tlie largest seen for many years—by 
I Hiram Fagan, who, by tlie way. is txin.sidered in this section one of the 
I best .shots of the AVest.

COMI'ANV IN' SI’Oltr. 

The good gporUniivii is n social niiiniiil. No doubt some of our mighty 
‘ hunters who seek pleasure iu the luitliless woods, and repuhitioii even in 
the lion’s mouth, often prefer to be alone iu the e\)icditions. They possess 
certain courageous primitive iuatiucts i>f our race, which sustain them 
against the hardships, and what old writers used to term the terrors, of 
solitude. But home sport, as we understand it, is uot pursued iu a morose 
fashion. The celebration of u long day iu the mangolds is marked by the 
considerable number of enthusiasts who share in the rites. The owner or 
the proprietor of the shooting seldom, indeed, thinks of keeping it alto¬ 
gether to himself; such is the honorable freemasonry of the craft, that he 
will often trust by odvertisement to discover an associate willing to join 
him in preserving the ground and thiuning the game. It is curious how 
seldom these alliances—hearing in mind the more or less ofl'-hand style in 
which they are contracted—lead to any unpleasant consetiueuccs. It might 
be supposed at the rtral blush that a man advertising fora .shooting partner 
would run us great a risk of making a had or iudift'crenl selection fur the 
season as a man advertising for a wife is likely to do for life. If this were 
the case, we should hear more about it. The practice is universal and in¬ 
creasing. The fact is that the gun is growing more and more popular, 
especially with the hard-worked professional classes, who are anxious to 
contrive some form of exercise and distraction within their reach and 
means. Fur this end angling and shooting are both suitable recreations, 
which may be indulgeil in at a comparatively moderate outlay. We have 
always held it ns a sound theory that, prinut fiicie, an individual who is 
fond of sport is probably good-humored and good-natured all round. It 
is, at any rate, an unquestionable fact that while there are jobbers in 
shooting as there are jobbers iu everything else, there is an extraordinary 
number of lasting friendships struck up year after year between gentlemen 
who share a partridge run, if we may use the phrase, with others whom 
they may never have seen until a meeting has been effected through 
the medium of publication. We have all had, however, our own sad 
experiences of uncomfortable companions in sport. The varieties of 
tribe are innumerable. There is, for instance, the “ coffee - housing ” 
bore, who may frequently be met with at this season on the moors, 
or oftener still after the “birds.” He comes out'to talk and to chat¬ 
ter. While silence is the order of the Jiour, he bursts into an inop¬ 
portune anecdote, or opens a political discussion on the top of a hedge, 
naming “ Gladstone ” loudly enough to send up n covey out of range at 
the farthest end of the field. If you snub him, he gets, angry but not 
silent ; if you allow yourself to lose your temper, you shoot badly. Then 
there is the “dry” personage, who. has all Anacreon’s reasons for drink¬ 
ing, and some others derived from the sport in which he is presumed to be 
occupied, which could not have occurred to the flower-crowned pOet. He 
nips and pegs before luncheon aud after luncheon, until, even seasoned 
vessel that he is, he grows garrulous and troublesome to every one about 
him. There is the well known ‘‘jealous” shot, who is hot content with 
his oft;repented efl'orts at wiping your eye, but who will not admit that, 
you have shot anything without his assistance. Ucmonstrnuce is thrown 
away upon this most incorrigible nuisance. There is no curing his vicious 
propensity to fire at other birds than his own, aud to claim partridges 
which hud been clean dead before the shot has left his gun. To go out 
with the nervous fowler is, perhaps, a still greater trial of patience. He 
is scared and flurried at the rustle of a lurk starting up before the dog; he 
is always fumbling iu a feeble, forgetful manner with the trigger; he for¬ 
gets to place his cartridge, or he forgets where you have placed a'beater. 
A pointer iu Norfolk has reason to remember him; a gamekeeper in Bucks 
has been gun-shy ever since he was scalped with n charge of No. 0 by Mr. 
Twitter while rabbit shooting. Another possible manslaughter is the 
handy fellow who relies so perfectly on his own coolness and skill that he 
will almost lire at a bird within an inch of your head. These are hut a 
few of what wc might fairly designate uncomfortable shooting comptm- 
ions; but our readers can easily supplement the catalogue. Against them 
wc should set our common experiences with people who in every way add 
to our enjoyment of a day’s partridge shooting. There is’ no difficulty 
with them ns to rides or places. You have confidence in their knowledge 
of the unwritten rules and amenities of the craft. ' You proceed for hours 
from field to field with just that flavor in competition in your performances 
which will give a proper zest to them. A little mild clmfl' thrown in helps 
also to contribute to the amusement of the occasion; there is no degener¬ 
ating into untimely narratives, during which the whole covey is seen mak¬ 


ing off to forbidden ground. Spurt to be thoroughly appreciated should 
be not be slack aud slovenly In any of its observances. You may relax at 
luncheon over a single pijte, or have an hour for debuting the remaining 
plan of the cainpaigu. But here a line should be cautiously drawn. Big 
hampers and whole house parties arriving on a hill-side at one or two 
o’clock—these modern Innovations and practices sometimes render a part¬ 
ridge shooting suitable only for effemiunte pretenders to our guild. Wc 
have heard even of ladies themselves doing e.xecution of guns iu 'the •tur¬ 
nips; but this, though startling, would be almost preferable to tho.se con¬ 
spiracies for spoiling real sport which arc now and then organized in Sep¬ 
tember, when partridge shooters are attended to the field by persons who 
propose an afternoon tea in the open air. 

Some men shoot better with than without a coni|ianion; others, on the. 
contrary, can make better bags while they are working alone. Many even 
will dispense with the service of valet, of gamekeeper, or beater, and feel 
far more at ease when there is no one to score either their hits or misses, 
except the dogs, who cannot ajicak of either. Yet even ii'mun who can do 
best alone will certainly derive more pleasure from sharing sitort with g 
genial associate, though by the fact the sum of results to his credit is sen¬ 
sibly decreased. This is more especially the case in partridge shooting. 
Deer-stalking is silent, and more or less anxious and arduous work. The 
scenes into which it brings' the sportsman are grand aud attractive enough 
to satisfy his interest and curiosity, should the mission on which he is bent 
be uot sutfieieut to absorb his attention. But partridge shooting is usually 
abundant enough, where it is at all, for a man to be generous with it. It 
does not necessitate often the h'mng of a lodge of such iiroportlons that 
hospitalily is cramped and confined by the mere exigencies of space. The 
country gentlemen of England who preserve'birds are mostly resident oc¬ 
cupiers, with estates and mansions sufficient to enable them to entertain 
their friends periodically with the special sport or recreation suited to the 
period of the year.— Field. 

A HFNTER OfT’EXTBAL AMKBHA. 

The (leer, I'noted, were nil upon their feet, a.-* if alarmed liy tlic 
smell of my tobacco, or else by tlie passage of tlie giant bird. A new 
aidmal also Imd made its appearance on tlie .savaimti siiice my la.st oh- 
.servation—a flue gray ox, which was grazing on the farther side. With 
that nureasoning inetinct which one soon learns in the forest, my eyes 
■fixed themselves npoii this aniimil, althongli'nowiign appeared to excite 
rational .suspicion. Oxen are coininon enough in Ohontales, where they 
are bred for the San Salvador market, and of coiir.se many of them 
stray away froin the herd tind run wild; all through the forests of Mos¬ 
quito such “ clmarqn” cattle are found. .Vnd yet my eyes fixed them¬ 
selves obstinately tipdn this stray animal.

AN ANTKLOrK lil’NT IN AKKK A. j 

.\frlca is tlie true home of the antclois*. its arid jilaiiis and tangled , 
forests contain tnore species of this aidnnil than the rest of the world j 
put together. ! 

The level idallis of Soiitli Africa—destitute of all vegetation save, 
tlie stunted grass and occasionally a spare imdergrowth of bushes and 
shrubs—is dotted with Iierds of grazing antelopes. 'I'he niimher of 
animals in some of these Is iilmost fabiilmis. .Sometimes, when a sud¬ 
den and severe droiiglit occiu-s in their ordiiniry grazing-grounds, dense I 
and numerous drove.s appear in tlie vicinity of Cape Colony, and de-' 
niolish tlie crops to a terrible extent. ■ 

The ravages of the eager sportsman are gradually thinning tlieir ' 
nnnila*rs. and the onward march of the pioneers of civilization is driv¬ 
ing tliem into tlie natural fastnesses of the interior; but the stcpix*s of 
(Jatfaria and Bechuana still,abound in antelopes and other game, and it 
will he many years before tlielr scarcity will make il a matter of difli- 
culty to liiint them. 

On the *24th of Aiigicst. 18«0, there was a grand hunt in South Africa.' 
in honor of I’rince Alfred of England. .\ whole (.'atl're tribe assisted ' 
in drawing tlie animals together, and between twenty and thirty thon- 
.saiid anteloites are said to iiave been hemmed in and killed. 

In East, West and Central Africa the antelope is also foniid in large 
numhers; but, as in tliese places tlie country is siiarsly covercil with 
dense forests, it linnt on a grand scale retpiires an army of men, and is 
attended with much more ditHculty than in South .Africa, where ihe 
waste table-land attbrds unlimited action to horse and rider. 

Tlic antelope is liunled in various ways. The gun.'how. siiear and 
sword are u.sed; .sometimes it is captured by the lasso, or with the aid 
of a linntiug-falcon. Pits are also dug, into wliicli the animals arc 
ilriven. But tlie favorite mode of hunting the antelope is liy surround¬ 
ing a large herd, and driving tliem into a narrow circle. On some 
days, wlicn tlie llnnters are lucky, tlic amount of antelopes killed is ■ 
very large, many hundreds falling victims to tlie skill of the s|M>rts-, 
men. 

Tlio Ktepixts of Kordofan—a favorite resort for .several viiricties of, 
antelope—are covered with coarse grass, low bushes, and a few trees. 
At varying distances oases—where the travelers replenish their 'Uir|)ly 
of water, and rest from tiie scorcliiug lieat of Ihe noonday sun—are to 
b(* met witli In tlie country lying between the, liills of Kordofaii and | 
tlie White Nile, large hnnting expeditions are organized every year— 
generally every Spring or Antiimn. Tlie wandering Bedouins wlio 
roam tlirougli this ])art of .Africa-and among them tlie best riders and 
keenest sportsmen in tlie world arc to be found—arrange these hunts. 
Mounted on their fleet steeds, willi spear in liand, and tlieir pictur¬ 
esque costume flying to the tireeze, tlie bronzed Centaurs of the .Vfri- 
can desert scour the pl.ain, and exact tribute from ail by the. one law ol i 
the robber-tlie law of miglit! In their w.ake comes tlie slaves and at-1 
tendant.«, riding on small but swift camels, and having in charge tlie j 
spoil of their predatory masters. The iinmher of animals destroyed by I 


tlie nomadic sons of the desert on tliese animal liiiiits in the steppi*s of 
Korilofiin is imnien.si*; for lids part of tin* country is filled witli laroc. 
liertls of anteloiies, among wliicli tin* gentle and graceful gazelle, the 
gnu, the addax, the eland—largest of tlie antcliqie kimi—and many 
other siM*cie.'« arc to be found. 

'I'he limiters meet at sonic apiaiiiiicd place, and proceed to form a 
large circle around the game, 'i'he nioiiiitcd Bi'donliis then galliqi to¬ 
ward their prey, and gradually narrow the limits of the ring in wldch 
tlie aninini.s are confined. The atteiiilaiits, some on foot and tdliers 
mounted <m cainels, also a.ssist ill the work of rapt ore by heating the 
bushes, littering terrific yells, and in every way seeking to liewilder tiie 
terrified animals. 

Such of the aotelojM's as allemiil to escape by breaking through the 
circle of their pursuers arc brought to the earlli by tin* unerringsiiciir, 
which is a weapon of deailly certainty in the hands of tin* Bedouin. 
.\s the limiters come iqi to the rear ranks of the fleeing game, they ill.— 
aide them by cutting the teinlons of tlie iinteliqies'legs w ith tlieir 
razor-like swortls. widcli tlie.i' also wield with exiraordinar.v skill. 
They do not wait to finish tiie work of ilestruetinn. but leave that to 
Ihe ,veiling attendants, while they press on tow aril the Hying lierd in 
front. In this way lint comiiiiratively few of the aninials manage to 
e sea lie. 

AVhen the terror-stricken anteloiies liave been driven into a small 
space, and cannot turn without meeting an eager and reseiitless foe. a 
scene of excitenient and courage cnsiie.s which well-nigh battles des¬ 
cription. Driven to desperatioji in tlieir pent up slaughter pen. I be 
jianting aidmals turn iiiani their pursuers and make a frantic attempl 
to break throngli tlie line of merciless, yelling bumanity wliicli pur¬ 
sues them. 

Clouds of dust eddy and whirl over the scene of slaughter.obseiiring 
the sun, and ca.stiiig ii gray mantle over the whole struggling ma.'s of 
men and animals. The fierce marauders of tlie desert, with eye.- blaz¬ 
ing. nostrils distended, and sword or spear poised, urge on their 
spirited steed—wlioseein to share the excitement of the nionieni with 
their niiistei's—and deal the death-strokes right and left withoni the 
least cessation. 

Aleanwhile Ihe harrassed anil baited antelopes are in a bad strait. 
Here a niotlier-uddax lies stretched out in the throes of death, her 
young standing b.v lier side, anxiously watehing the last gasp of ll- 
mother, and making no attempt toescaix* from the fate which will -non 
overtake it; there a licaiitifni gazelle fall.s, pierced b,v a Imnler’s spear, 
and with a la.st ell'ort rolls up its large eyes at its eiieni.y. and gives him 
a mournful. )ilcad!ng look tliat is almost hnnian: in still aiioiher pan 
of the field of nnis.sacre a magiiificeiit buck tiiriis on hi- lonneiilors. 
and. with a sudden rush, pins one of the horses to Ihe ground: but the 
rider is on his feet in a Hash, and the noble animal soon shares the fate 
of Ills comiianions. Sometimes the burst for liberty is successful: but 
in most cases brute strength sueennibs to liuman cinmiifg. 

After a while the nnmlx*r of living aiitelois's becomes less, ’i'he 
hunters whose steeds have been disalileil. or who have liiemselves re- 
I'eived injuries, now draw oil'; .soon the few remaining aniinal- are 
destroyed, the last wounded aiitelo|H' is dispatched h,\ ilie attenilani'. 
the carcasses are cidlected. and Ihe shiiigliter is over. 

It excites regret to see such wholesale sbmgbter. under which in 
time the abnndaiit game w ill di.sup]iear as surely as the bison and liir- 
liearing animals liave in our land. .\nd the tribes wliieb indulge in 
•this wholesale slaiigliter are sealing t heir o wn doom.

ment of the laws. carrieB witli if a moral weight which is felt and rc- 
eognized tlironghont the whole eommimity at large. 

It is a deplorable fuel tliat siiortsinen's elnli.s are. too often’ mere 
iiiiciid organizations in widcli eacli mein her endeavoi-s to “ have a good 
time.” and bring in a bigger bag tlian any of Ids brotlier members, for¬ 
getting the fiiiidninciital principle upon wliicldds club was founded- 
the protcetioii of game. What the true sportsmen of the AVest desire at 
this time is a prompt and vigorous enforcement of the laws now on the 
statute books of their States, and knowing that this can only be .se¬ 
cured by the united eft’ort of tlie sportsmen’s chibs in the several coun¬ 
ties. there sennis to Im> a very general desire for the immediate organiza¬ 
tion of State Sportsmen’s .Associations. 

Ofconi'sc there are many other equally pofeiit iirginiient.s in favorof 
such organizations, such as tlic adoption of iinifnnn rides for trap slioot- 
ing; the importatinn of ftsli not now found in onr western watei's; the iii- 
anguratiun of aunnal dog and gun trials, and generally “ the promotion 
[ of kindly intercourse and generousf emulation among sportsmen,” 
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We are gliid to note tliat the leading spoitmneii of Illinois are al- 
leaily moving In tills matter, and without doubt wesluillehronlelcere 
the elose of the spring shooting, the formation of the illinois State 
Sportsmen’s Assneiation. 

We trust that tlie sportsmen of onr adjaetmt sisterStutes wiil see the 
imiMirtanee of this subjeet and at oma- take the neeessary steps for se¬ 
eming to themselves the tnmetlts arising from the formation of sneh 
assoeiations, and we shall always be glad to fnrtlier In every possible 
manner any ellbrts tending to sneh enils.

In 
l.•|72 the Irees wee covered with leave- in .lannary. and the birds 
hatclii'd their .V.onng in Kebrnary. as ill 1172: in lok.'i Hie same thing 
was repeated! and it i- added that the corn was in the ear al Ea.sler. 
Tliere was in Krani'e neitlier snow nor frost Hironghont Hie eiilire 
' w liners of I.VIM. I(i(l7. HUM'. l'>17. and HIMI: finally, in li!(!2. even in the 
; iiortli of Herinany. Hie stoves were not lighted, and trees fiowered in 
Kelirnary. Coniiiig to later dales. Ho* winter of 18411-47. wlien ii 
tiinndered al I’aris on the 28th of .lannary. and that of 18(111. Hie year 
.of I he great innndal Ion at the Seine, may be mentioned as exception¬ 
ally mild.

Tliis matter has Im'cii neglected al¬ 
ready too long, and we should all unite to organize an A.ssoeiatioti eni- 
braeing sportsmen from all parts of the State, and this is imdoiditedly 
the desire of the great majority. 

The advantages that would be gained by the formatioti of such an 
organization are so apparent as to need no mention. The g.mie laws 
can he more promptly and vigorously executed under such auspices and 
the general welfare of all can he promoted in a high degree. Such a.s- 
soeiatious givi’ character and iiillueuiv to the .sportsmen of any State 
in which they are organized, while the annual meetings are product¬ 
ive of much good, and an opportunity is given for dog and gun trials 
and friendly contests of skill in shooting, fly easting, etc., which could 
be afforded in no other wa.v. 

We would therefore respectfully suggest that you present this sub¬ 
ject, through the coliuiins of Fiki.d .vxd Sthk.vm, to the sportsmen of 
Illinois, ;uid, if deemed advisable, that you call a meeting of delegates 
from each local club in the State to be held in the city of Chicago at 
a.« early a date as practicable, for tlie jiurpose of organizing a State 
Sportsmen's Association. 

The clubs of Chicago will lie glad to send delegates, and will aid as 
far as possible in the successful ai-coniplishment of the objects of the 
meeting.
